Although the president told 


his news conference yester- 
day that Clark and McGrath 
hadn't finally agreed to the 
shift, 
there 
seemed 
little 


doubt the two will announce 
their formal acceptance next 
week. 


Clark, 49 year old Texas 


lawyer, would fill the court 
place left vacant by the 
death of Associate Justice 
Frank Murphy. 


Moving into Clark's place 


as the nation's chief 
legal 


watchdog would be McGrath, 
45-year-old chairman of the 
Democratic National commit- 
tee, former solicitor general 
and f o r m e r governor of 
Rhode Island. 


If arrangements can be made 


this week-end for appointment of 
his senate successor, McGrath is 
expected to agree to accept the 
cabinet post 


Friends said that once he is 


confirmed, McGrath will resign as 
Democratic chairman. That would 
leave the post open for "William 
M. *Boyle, Jr., formerly of Kansas 
City, who has been serving as 
executive assistant at * $30,000 
yearly salary. 


Clark indicated in a statement 


that he is ready to take the 
court poet. 


Clark Is Honored 


Observing that the president had 


bestowed a great honor on him by 
offering the place, Clark said: 


"It is with humility that I 


approach it. 
Such a position is 


the greatest challenge that can 
be placed before a lawyer. I hope 
I am worthy of the honor the 
president has paid me." 


McGrath said he wants to talk 


to his family and friends in Rhode 
Island before he decides finally.

Deaths from effects of a late 


July heat wave mounted today, 
with at least 27 fatalities in east- 
ern cities. No immediate break in 
the hot and humid weather was 
in sight for the area. 


But some relief came to parts 


of the midwest. A mass of fresh 
Canadian cool air moving south- 
eastward brought lower tempera- 
tures into the upper Mississippi 
and Missouri valleys. It headed 
eastward into Michigan and the 
northern parts of Illinois and In- 
diana. 


But the out look for further 


movement of the cool air into the 
sweltering east and south is not 
good, federal weather bureau fore- 
casters said. They promised an- 
other day of hot and sticky weath- 
er for most of the eastern and 
southern sections of the country. 


Temperatures—in the 90's over 


most of the area from the -Rockies 
to the Atlantic coast for the last 
week—hit record marks for the 
day in several cities yesterday. 
Headings of 100 were common 
throughout New England. Boston's 
99 was a record for July 28. 


Nine persons died in Washing- 


ton from the heat as the capital 
baked in 96 degree temperatures.

Says U. S. Population Can 


Double, Live Much Better 


Washington, July 29—(AP)—A famous controversy over man- 


kind's future has flared up again—can our multiplying population 
keep on raising its living standards, or is economic expansion likely 
to peter out because of shrinking natural resources? 


The economist Harld G. Moul- 


ton, president of The Brookings 
Institution, came out 
yesterday 


on the optimistic side of the ques- 
tion, though with certain "ifs." 


In a bulky report Dr. Moulton 


said the United States has the 
ability to support a doubled popu- 
lation, 100 years from now, on a 
plane of living eight times as high 
as that of the present. 


He said the problem 
of 
soil 


erosion is "now definitely on the 
way to solution." Present farm 
yields, he added, could be raised 
at least 50 per cent simply by uni- 
versal 
application 
of 
scientific 


knowledge now available, not to 
npcak of 
new possibilities like 


growing food in desert* and on the 


He discussed such things as 


electronics, atomic power plants, 
and synthetics, and concluded that 
with scientific methods the coun- 
try can find adequate food, oil, 
iron, lumber, and other materials 
needed for another century of 
phenomenal progress. 


Dr. Moulton also said the nat- 


ural resources of the world as a 
whole "are such as to permit a 
vast rise in world standards of 
living over a long period of time,"

Ripping is simple with this new 
seam ripper which slips into the 
sewing machine like a needle. 


The sturdy skirt-marker won't 
tip, so this girl can mark a new 
hemline without any help. 


With twenty-eight million wom- 


en busily sewing dresses and ac- 
cessories at home, the manufac- 
turers have had an eager market 
awaiting any new gadget that 
makes home 
sewing 
easier or 


more professional looking. They've 
come through by turning out a 
tlock of labor-saving sewing de- 
vices. 


A case in point is the gradual 


evolution in dressmaker forms to 
more flexible and cheaper custom- 
fitted 
dummies. 
The 
newest 


and most flexible of these modern 
dummies can be 
deflated 
and 


stored in the narrowest of bureau 
rawers when not in use. 


This dress form comes in two 


parts: A pre-size muslin, that 
needs only a final fitting to your 
figure and an inflatable plastic 
mold that you blow up like a bal- 
loon and insert under the shaped 
muslin. 
As a woman loses or 


gains weight, the plastic 
form 


can be deflated or blown up ac- 
cordingly. 


In the same way, one plastic 


figure could be used, under two 
form-fitting muslins for 
mother 


and daughter if they arc within 
a size or two of each other. When 
made complete with stand, plastic 
mold and muslin this dummy gets 
a special 
tape 
outline around 


seams and waist to make draping 
and pinning easier.

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Adding Machines- Help Power 
Milkers Boost Dairies' Output 


By OVID A. MARTIN 


(Associated Press Farm Reporter) 


Washington, July 29—(AP)— 


The adding machine and the rec- 
ord book are taking places along- 
side the electric milker. 


They are helping to make this 


one of the best milk-fed nations 
in the world. They are helping to 
put more dollars into pockets of 
milk producers too. 


A good case can be made that 


if it were not for the adding 
machine and record books supplies 
of milk might now be terribly 
short of the nation's needs and the 
price too high for many families. 


Years ago many farmers did «ot 


distinguish between milk cows. 
They kept any animal that gave 
milk, regardless of the amount. 
They did little culling, except 
when a cow got too old. Then they 
sold her for slaughter. 


This failure to distinguish be- 


tween good milkers and poor ones 
led the agnculture department to 
report that less than half the na- 
tion's dairy cows paid for their 
keep. It said relatively few farm- 
ers took into account that a poor 
producing cow ate as much feed 
as a good producer and took as 
much labor to care for. 


Operating through state agri- 


cultural extension services, the de- 
partment put on a campaign to 


encourage 
farmers 
to 
improve 


their herds. Disposal of low-pro- 
ducing cows was urged. Develop- 
ment of higher-producing herds 
though use of proven sires was 
recommended. 


To carry out this program, the 


state and federal agencies adopted 
the idea of dairy herd improve- 
ment associations. And here is 
where the adding machines and 
the record-keeping entered dairy- 
ing in a big way. 


A typical association is a group 


of about 25 dairy farmers. They 
employ cooperatively a man called 
a supervisor to determine the 
quantity of milk and butterfat 
produced by each cow in each 
herd, the cost of the feed used in 
its production and the income re- 
turned by each cow. They also 
keep a record of the information 
obtained. 


Through efforts of these asso- 


ciations, many dairy farmers have 
become aware of the advantages 
of building up high-yielding cows. 
Once a cow fails to produce 
enough to bring in a return above 
production costs, she is disposed 
of and a better-yielding animal is 
produced to take her place. 


These associations have helped 


dairymen obtain and produce good 
proved sires. It is now recognized 
that the surest and quickest way

association idea—with its adding 
machine and record-keeping super- 
visor—has spread throughout the 
country. Its development is being 
limited, however, by a shortage of 
trained supervisers. 


The beneficial effects of the 


herd-improvement idea is reflected 
in a sharp increase in milk produc- 
tion in recent yeais. This year 
U. S. milk production is expected 
to be 15 per cent greater than it 
was 15 years ago. Although there 
are about 10 per cent fewer milk 
cows. 


Production is milk per cow is 


averaging about 5,000 pounds a 
year now compared with an av- 
erage of about 3,766 pounds 15 
years ago. 


If production now were at the 


15-year-old average, the present 
dairy cow population \vould pro- 
duce insufficient milk to meet to- 
day's consumer demands.

doned schoolhouse," said Mrs. Van. 
"We had no breakfast, and the 
children took a carrot or a turnip 
to school.

"The neighbors felt sorry for us, 


but I was happy. 
We were all 


together—the children and I—and 
we were healthy." 


After the war she and the chil-

settled in Pennsylvania. Mrs. Van 


had twins at the age of 39, and 


one died. Later her husband lost 
his mind. He spenL five years in 
a mental institution before his 
death, and Mrs. Van had to sup- 
port the family. 


"I didn't know the language 


well," she said. "So I had to work 
as a scrubwoman and do washing- 
Then I studied the language with 
the children and I became a prac- 


tical nurte. But I never was in 
want of a job." 
"Now the children don't want 


me to woik. They say I worked 
all my life for them, and now I 
should rest. But I like to help 
where I can." 
She has a serene faith lhat 


never faltered in her long years 
of trouble and iJ sturdily indiffer- 
ent to the present plight of the 
world. 


"I believe the Lord will have 


to come and settle it," said Mrs. 
Van. 
"And thj way the world 


is going, I don't think it will be 
long.

Now, just 
because we've slacked off from that smashing pace, the atti- 
tude of many is that we're heading for ruin. Businessmen, 
politicians, commentators, citizens of every walk nervously 
await each august announcement from high places on where 
we stand.

It has had no correspon- 
dent there since her assignment 
ended on July 30, 1947. Its cir- 
culation during her assignment at 
the White House was about 8.000. 
Under new ownership and with a 
royalist political attitude as to 
Greece, it has advanced to about 
13,000. 


Pearson Leg-Man 


Madeline Karr also had access 


to the press facilities and privil- 
eges at the state department. 
There she was known as' Karr's 
wife and he was known as Pear- 
son's "leg-man." 
She had pro- 


fessional relations as a Journalist 
with officials of the Russian em- 
bassy. 
In 1945, she was listed 


by the state department as a cor- 
respondent accredited to the or- 
ganization conference of the Unit- 
ed Nations at San Francisco, the 
beginning of Russia's cold war 
against the United States. 
For 


this occasion, she was also a cor- 
respondent of The Nation, the left 
wing butchers'-paper weekly. 


On Feb- 13, 1946, The National 


Herald asked the state department 
for a passport for Madeline Karr 
so that she could go to Athens 
to cover the elections. This re- 
quest was signed by Basil Vlavi- 
anos, then the proprietor and pub- 
lisher. Vlavianos editorially sup- 
ported the Communist element in 
Greece and was a vice-chairman of 
the 
Greek-American 
council, 


which was listed by attorney-gen- 
eral Tom Clark as a Communist 
front. 
As evidence to this ef- 


fect, the bulletin of the G-A coun- 
cil for July, 1945, carried 
an 


article by Kostas Rarayorghia, de- 
scribed under his by-line as a 
"Leader of E. A. M.," Which is the 
Greek Communist front. The New 
Masses, a Communist organ, had 
an article by Varayorghis, and a 


tion front of Communism. Johan- 
nes Steel wrote for The National 
Herald the same column that he 
wrote for The New York Post." 


Steel is notorious for his associ- 


ations and ideology. He came here 
as a refugee from Hitler. He is 
a so-called "Aryan." 


When Mr. Marketos took over, 


The Herald had lost $26,71882 
during the preceding period of 
nine months. Nevertheless Vlavi- 
anos paid Mrs. Karr $50 a week 
for meager Washington coverage. 


Went to Athens 


Mrs. Karr went to Athens in 


April, 1946. The files show that 
in that month The Herald printed 
only four of her pieces. There 
were stories from Athens and two 
from Paris in May. In June there 
was one from Washington from a 
550-a-week regular staff corre- 
spondent. There were two in July, 
two in August, none in September, 
eight in October seven in Novem- 
ber, two in December, two in Jan- 
uary, 1947, and none m February 
or March. Marketos took over in 
March and discontinued using the 
Karr copy although he paid Mrs. 
Karr until July 30. 


On that date, B. J. Marketot, 


publisher, for The National Her- 
ald, wrote Mr. Ross at the White 
House that "as of today, Mrs. 
Madeline Karr, who heretofore 
has been attending the White 
House pi*ss conferences in our 
behalf, will no -longer b« our 
Washington correspondent." 


The cost of living as a corre- 


spondent in Athens and other cap- 
itals was roughly 530 a day during 
Mrs. Karr's assignment to Europe 
and the cost of 
transportation 


would have been been about tl,- 
200- 
But the books of The Herald 


disclose only one item of expense 
allowance paid to Madeline Karr. 
That was for 5200.

Vlavianos was otherwise 
shown in association with Com- 
munist elements in the United 
States.

Full Time Operator 


A full time operator is required 


by the plant, to keep all units in 
balance and to have a complete 
understanding of the control of the 


the iron free soft water desired, 
the plant must be shut down and 
each unit cleaned and repairs made 
where necessary. 


Currently, this rehabilitation is 


in progress. 


This 
rehabilitation 
incudes: 


Cleaning, repairing and painting 
the elevated storage tank; clean- 
ing, repairing and recharging the 
iron removal unit (coke tray aera- 
tors where water is sprayed over 
lump coke); cleaning the mixing 
basin, settling basins, and fecar- 
bonation chamber, where lime and 
alum are added, settled, and car- 


Don dioxide gas is added to keep 
the water from corroding all of 
the water mains. 


The main cleaning job is that 


of the two sand filters. These 
units have been in constant use 
since 1939, and the sand and 
gravel were practically cemented 
solid with lime, causing the filter- 
ing rate to be drastically reduced. 
In the removal of the sand and 
gravel, a pickaxe was necessary 
to facilitate loosening the bottom 
third of the bed, some pieces 
weighing over 100 pounds, 


This work is now in progress. 


All the water from the wells is 
by-passing the plant and being 
pumped directly to the consumers, 
hard, and high in iron content. 


The Amboy water plant is one 


of the most outstanding of this 
type in Northern Illinois.

on Your Insurance Dividend 


Washington—A tremendous out- 


pouring of dollars will sweeten the 
pockets of 16,000,000 World War 
XI veterans early next year. 


The dollars will come from a 


12,800,000,000 dividend kitty, built 
up in the National Service Life 
Insurance (NSLI) fund over the 
past nine years. 


The "special dividend" checks 


will roll out from Washington to 
the four corners of the globe — 
wherever veterans are — starting 
in January. 
They will reach a 


rate of 200,000. a day, five days a 
week. 


The average check will be $175. 


Veterans will get more or less 
depending on: 


1* Age of the veteran at the 


time he first bought NSLI. 


2. Number of months be 


kept his insurance in force. 
' 
3. Amount of insurance he 


has (or bad). 
Every veteran who held some 


NSLI for at least three months 
will get some dividend if he applies 
for it. 


Some Won't Apply 


It is highly probr.ble some vet- 


erans never will apply, either be- 
cause they don't want to* or be- 
cause they won't hear about it. 
However, the Veterans Admini- 
stration (VA) will do its best to 
see that dividend information is 
sifted into every nook and cranny 
of the U. S. and abroad (in co- 
operation with the State Depart- 
ment) through the press, radio, 
veterans' organizations, post of- 
fices, Red Cross and countless 
other media. 


Within six weeks application 


blanks will be sent to every U. S. 
post office and other convenient 
distribution points. Veterans will 
fill out their forms 
and 
mail 


direct to VA's central office in 
Washington 
in 
self-fcddressed 


envelopes. 


A receipt will be mailed back 


td the veteran at the address he 
supplies on the form. 
He then 


waits for payment. 


Six Months Job 


VA estimates it will take six 


months to complete payment of 
dividends. 
It 
might 
be done 


quicker. 


This special dividend is the re- 


sult of two factors: 


-1. A lower-than-expected mor- 


tality rate among veterans after 
discharge. (War-connected deaths 
are paid by special appropriations 
and do not affect the dividend 
kitty.) 
. 2. An out-dated mortality table 
which does not allow fo'r the con- 
stantly increasing life span but 
which tae law compels VA to use. 


It is called a special dividend 


because: 


1. It is computed from the date 


• the insurance was purchased to the 
policy's 1948 anniversary date. 
- 2. It cannot be left on deposit 
with VA at interest (although a 
veteran can endorse his check to 
VA as advance payment of NSLI 
premiums and this will draw 3% 
interest). 


3. It is payable to former, as 


well as 
present, 
NSLI 
policy 


holders. 


4. It must be applied for. (In 


the future dividends can be ex- 
pected to be paid automatically 
on an annual basis and may be 
left with VA at interest also auto- 
matically.) 
— 


5. Beneficiaries of heirs of de- 


ceased veterans are eligible to 
collect the deceased's dividend, re- 
gardless of whether the policy'was 
in force at the time the veteran 
died. 
But they need not apply 


for it. It is to be paid to them 
automatically.

MI Nation, Is Newest Proposal 


Washington, July 29—(AP)—A 


model demonstration farm in ev- 
ery agricultural county, and a 
county agricultural building on 
each of the farms, is the objective 
of a surprise move started in con- 
gress. 


The idea is to provide federal 


grants to help counties establish-a 
center which would bring under 
one roof all federal, state and 
local agricultural agencies. 


The buildings would be set on 


model farms, also established by 
the counties with federal aid, to 
demonstrate advances in farming 
developed at the various agricul- 
tural experiment stations. 


Rep. Pace (D-Ga), father of the 


model farm part of the plan, es- 
timated it would cost $250,000,- 
000. 
He based the figure on an 


estimate 
that 
2,500 
countries 


would participate. He wants the 
federal government to put up a 
third of the total cost. 


Titles To Counties 


He proposed „ that title to the 


properties be held by the counties, 
the farms to be operated by the 
land grant colleges of some other 
agency under a joint state and 
federal plan. 


A House Agriculture subcom- 


mittee to which he described the 
plan yesterday liked it so well 
that Chairman Grant (D-Ala.) 
said he would seek full-scale com- 
mittee hearings on it, with the 
idea that it might result in press- 
ing for its adoption by the next 
session of congress. U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture spokesmen 
praised it too, as something they 
long have contemplated but never 
proposed. 


Gets Cold Stare 


The plan got a cold stare, how- 


ever, from Rep. Cooley (D-N. C.), 
chairman of the full agriculture 
committee. He told a newsman 
"Mr. Pace hasn't discussed it with 
me, but I'll need to know a lot 
more about it before I'd approve 
it." He indicated he feared it 
might impair a program to use 
$50,000,000 of Rural Rehabilita- 
tion Trust funds for establishing

—Governor Stevenson has signed 
into law m bill,removing the ban 
on taking gray and red fox in 
Illinois. 


The governor also approved a 


bill yesterday authorizing cities 
to use 25 per cent instead of 15 
per cent of gasoline tax allot- 
ments for their streets. 


He vetoed a series of three bills 


concerning the type of securities 
in which funds of Illinois public 
agencies could be invested. 


One of the measures would have 


permitted investments in securi- 
ties of Illinois building and loan 
associations which are not feder- 
ally insured. Stevenson said eco- 
nomic conditions do not justify 
such a relaxation.
